The  best  time  to  plant  is  from  Sept.  15th  until  the 
ground  is  frozen.  Plant  in  full  sunlight  and  in  well 
prepared,  well  drained  soil.  NEVER  PLANT  OVER 
3  INCHES  BELOW  THE  GROUND  SURFACE.

•  Tulips  may  be  planted  from  early 
K^Ullura:  o  Pall  until  as  long  as  the  soil  is 
workable.  They  should  be  planted  about  5  inches 
deep  and  5  inches  apart.  A  small  quantity  of  sand 
in  bottom  of  the  hole  is  a  help  but  is  not  necessary. 
If  you  cover  them  do  not  put  covering  on  until  after 
first  hard  freeze.
